But, 
the then Tahsildar, Rajupalem Sri S.Khadar Basha issued SC-Mala caste certificate 
manually Dated 01.05.2006 in favour of Chapa @ Sapa Ruthamma D/o Chapa Moshes 
resident of Parlapadu Village of Rajupalem Mandal to the effect that she belongs to 
SC Mala caste. Hence, the charge.
